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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Newly submitted claims 1 (as amended) and 3 directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
see detailed requirement in paragraphs 2-7 immediately below. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1 (as newly amended) and 3 (as newly 
presented) are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected 
invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1 (as newly amended), drawn to a cab with outer, rear, and inner 
portions, classified in class 296, subclass 190.11. 

II. Claim 2, drawn to a cab with outer and rear portions, classified in class 
296, subclass 190.11. 

III. Newly presented claim 3, drawn to a cab with a seat and outer and rear 
portions positioned relative to the seat, classified in class 296, subclass 
190.11. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions III (newly presented) and II are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
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combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because at least the 
rear portion having a curved surface on an outer circumferential side of the turntable is 
not required. The subcombination has separate utility such as use in a remotely 
controlled vehicle devoid of an in situ operator. 

4. Inventions I (as newly amended) and II are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed . 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because at least the 
rear portion having a curved surface on an outer circumferential side of the turntable is 
not required. The subcombination has separate utility such as use in a system not 
relying on an inner side portion per se which is positioned relative to rear and outer 
portions as newly recited. 

5. Inventions III (newly presented) and I (as newly amended) are related as 
combination and subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be 
shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility 
by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because at least the rear portion extending between the outer side portion and 
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an inner side portion as defined is not required. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as use in a remotely controlled vehicle devoid of an in situ operator. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(0- 

8. It is requested that applicant cancel non-elected claims 1 and 3 in response to 
this action to facilitate the issue process if the application is ultimately allowed. 

9. Applicant should note, in view of the specification amendments filed with the 8- 
12-05 papers, the objection to the drawings raised in the last office action is withdrawn. 
Applicant's drawings filed 3-27-04 are approved. 

10. Claim 2 is allowed. 

11. Applicant's remarks directed toward newly presented claims 1 and 3 as they 
apply to the cited prior art are noted. In as much as claims 1 and 3 have been 
withdrawn from consideration as noted above, such remarks are not considered at this 
time. 
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12. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of requirement for 
restriction presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
